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In  accordance  with  the  Resolution  passed  at  the 
last  Convention  of  the  National  Association, 
we  herewith  send  you  the  Report  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  finances,  up  to  September 
1st,  1857.  The  Reports  of  the  Local  Secretaries 
generally  speak  of  trade  being  unusually  dull 
during  the  past  year,  but  the  organizations  are 
well  kept  up  throughout ;  but  many  of  the  Secre- 
taries give  us  very  imperfect  reports  in  regard 
to  the  number  of  Men  and  Apprentices,  and  no 
report  of  any  kind  from  Boston  since  the  meet- 
ing of  the  last  Convention.  We  would,  therefore, 
suggest  that  the  Local  Secretaries  refer  to  Article 
12th  of  By-Laws  of  the  National  Association.
